PREFACE. 


The  Seventeenth  Annual  Medical  Report  of  the  Glasgow  Royal 
Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital  has  been  arranged  in  much  the  same 
way  as  the. previous  one.  The  standard  scheme  of  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  has  been  followed  as  far 
as  possible.  The  Medical  Committee  of  the  Hospital  decided  to  issue 
the  Report  in  its  usual  form  this  year,  as  a  condensed  report  is  rather 

valueless. 

There  are  190  beds  in  the  Hospital — 72  ante-natal,  79  lying-in, 
15  labour  ward,  14  abortion  and  10  isolation  beds.  The  Hospital  is 
divided  into  three  units,  each  consisting  of  ante-natal  wards,  labour 
ward,  and  lying-in  wards.  Septic  cases  are  transferred  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  of  the  Local  Authority  by  arrangement  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Each  unit  has  the  services  of  two  House  Surgeons,  one  for  duties 
in  the  Hospital  and  the  other  for  duties  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  outdoor  service  of  the  Hospital.  There  is  also  a  House  Surgeon 
for  the  Isolation  Wards,  appointed  for  a  period  of  three  months.  The 
House  Surgeons  are  appointed  for  six  months,  the  first  three  months 
being  devoted  to  indoor  duties  and  the  second  to  outdoor  duties.^ 

As  in  previous  years  the  Hospital  has  had  the  services  of  a  Resident 
Anaesthetist  and  a  Visiting  Anaesthetist  through  the  generosity  of  the 
trustees  of  Mr.  Peter  Coats.

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An  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  attached  to  the  Hospital  at  which,  in  the 
past  year,  there  were  15,185  attendances,  and  an  Infant  Consultation 
Clinic  is  run  in  conjunction  at  which  there  were  2,838  attendances. 

Ante-natal  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  from  doctors  in  the 
city  area,  from  Local  Authority  clinics,  from  the  Hospital  Ante-natal 
Clinic,  and  from  certain  outlying  areas  where  there  is  no  provision  for 
hospital  treatment. 

Emergency  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  from  doctors  in  the 
city  area  and  in  outlying  districts  where  there  are  no  hospital  facilities, 
and  also  from  the  Hospital  outdoor  service. 

In  all,  612  patients  (13*4  per  cent,  of  total  admissions)  were  admitted 
from  outwith  the  city. 

During  1942  the  Hospital  outdoor  service  attended  2,834  women 
in  their  own  homes.

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The  total  number  of  abnormal  cases  (including  1,884  ante-natal 
cases)  was  3,222,  i.e.,  70-5  per  cent,  of  all  admissions.  The  high 
incidence  of  abnormal  cases  is  explained  partly  by  the  fact  that  the 
Hospital  serves  a  large  industrial  population  where  the  incidence  of 
rickets  and  malnutrition  is  high,  and  partly  by  the  fact  that  some  of 
the  outlying  areas  send  in  abnormal  cases  only. 

The  special  out-patient  clinic  for  specific  diseases  has  been  tem¬ 
porarily  discontinued  since  September,  1939,  and  patients  are  now 
treated  at  a  Corporation  Clinic. 

Since  1935  a  blood  transfusion  service  has  been  maintained  by  the 
Hospital.  The  number  of  donors  on  the  roll  at  present  is  168.  During 
the  year  the  X-ray  department  has  examined  494  patients,  317  of 
whom  were  in-patients  and  177  out-patients. 

A  dietitian  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  took  up  her  duties 
in  May,  1942.  So  far  her  work  has  been  confined  to  the  Ante-natal 
Clinic,  but  it  is  hoped  soon  to  have  the  milk  kitchen  ready,  where  the 
infants’  feeds  can  be  prepared  and  the  feeding  bottles  cleaned  and 

sterilised. 

The  work  in  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  consists  of  supervision  of  the 
diets  of  patients  during  the  last  months  of  pregnancy.  Type-written 
sheets  containing  advice  on  diet,  especially  diet  in  war-time,  are  given 
to  all  patients  at  the  first  interview,  and  the  importance  of  an  adequate 
intake  of  the  protective  foods  stressed.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  Ministry 
of  Food  for  their  help  in  giving  food  demonstrations.  Certain  patients 
referred  by  the  doctors  or  selected  from  those  who  attend  from  a  time 
not  later  than  the  sixth  month  of  pregnancy  are  given  special  attention. 
These  patients  are  asked  to  report  at  intervals  and  interviewed  personally 
on  each  occasion,  when  any  alterations  in  the  prescribed  diet  can  be 
made.  It  is  hoped  during  the  first  year  to  deal  with  five  hundred  cases. 
At  present  three  hundred  have  already  had  their  diet  supervised  in 
this  way,  and  of  these,  140  have  completed  their  pregnancies.  Amongst 
them  there  were  four  still-births  and  five  premature  births— the  rest 
being  full-term  healthy  infants.  This  combined  still-birth  and  pre¬ 
mature  birth-rate  is  roughly  one  quarter  of  the  combined  still-birth 
and  premature  birth-rate  prevailing  in  the  Hospital  as  a  whole,  and 
though  the  numbers  so  far  are  small,  the  results  indicate  the  need  for 
more  supervision  of  the  diets  during  pregnancy. 

Certain  figures  relating  to  the  diet  of  the  ward  patients,  whose 
pregnancies  have  terminated  in  still-births,  premature  births  and 
full-term  infants,  were  collected  to  show  the  effect  of  diet  on  the 
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liability  of  the  foetus.  The  results,  which  are  statistically  significant, 
go  to  show  that  a  good  dietary  regime  plays  an  important  part  in  the 
ante-natal  care  of  the  expectant  mother. 

W  e  regret  that  Dr.  Crawford  has  been  able  to  do  less  work  this 
year  and  has  finally  had  to  resign  her  appointment  for  health  reasons. 
Dr..  Stewart  is  now  carrying  on  alone.  The  following  papers  have

OBSTETRICAL  CASES. 


1.  Vertex.  Occipito-Posterior. 

In  96  cases  there  was  an  occipito-posterior  position  of  the  vertex. 
Two  cases  (see  Nos.  191  and  2970  under  deaths )  died.  One  case  died 
of  obstetric  shock  following  retained  placenta  ;  the  other  case  had 
eclampsia.  The  mortality  rate  was  thus  2*1  per  cent.  There  were 
three  cases  of  twins,  the  first  twin  only  presented  as  occipito-posterior, 
and  was  delivered  by  forceps.  Of  the  infants  born,  83  were  born  alive, 
but  of  these  3  died  later.  The  causes  of  death  were  cerebral  haemorrhage 
in  1  case,  pneumonia  and  congenital  atresia  of  bowel  in  1  case,  and 
debility  in  a  case  of  eclampsia  in  the  third  case.  There  were  13  still¬ 
births,  one  of  which  was  in  a  case  of  mixed  accidental  haemorrhage, 
one  in  a  case  of  placenta  praevia,  and  one  in  a  case  of  eclampsia,  and 
three  in  cases  of  hypertensive  toxaemia.  Puerperal  sepsis  was  noted 
in  two  cases  and  puerperal  pyrexia  in  four  cases,  which  gives  a  com¬ 
bined  pyrexia  and  sepsis  rate  of  6*3  per  cent.  Among  the  total  96 
cases  there  were  17  cases  of  hypertensive  toxaemia,  three  of  eclampsia, 
three  with  cardiac  disease,  one  with  pyelitis,  one  with  placenta  praevia, 
and  two  with  mixed  accidental  haemorrhage.  There  were  five  cases 
with  contracted  pelvis  and  one  case  of  disproportion.  Surgical 
induction  of  labour  was  performed  in  11  cases.  Unsuccessful  attempt 
at  delivery  had  been  made  in  three  cases,  but  in  all  cases  a  live  child 
was  obtained.

Malpresentations. 
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2.  Breech. 

In  330  cases  there  was  a  breech  presentation,  126  of  which  had  been 
under  ante-natal  supervision  at  the  hospital  clinic.  There  were  153 
in  primigravidae  and  177  in  multigravidae.  There  were  two  maternal 
deaths  (see  Nos.  853  and  1094  under  deaths).  One  case  died  of  influenzal 
pneumonia  and  one  case  died  of  sepsis  following  caesarean  section  for 
placenta  praevia.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  was  0-6  per  cent. 

There  were  32  cases  of  twins,  and  of  these,  both  infants  presented 
as  breech  sin  ten  cases.  One  case  was  undelivered. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  271.  Of  these,  were  49  still-born 
and  22  died  ;  23  still-births  occurred  in  primiparae  and  26  in  multiparse  ; 
three  infants  were  hydrocephalic,  one  had  multiple  deformities.  In 
five  cases  the  mothers  suffered  from  mixed  or  concealed  accidental 
haemorrhage,  in  four  cases  from  hypertensive  toxaemia,  and  in  three 
cases  from  placenta  praevia. 

There  were  22  neo-natal  deaths,  seven  in  primigravidae  and  15  in 
multiparse.  Death  was  due  to  prematurity  in  13  cases,  to  cerebral 
haemorrhage  in  four  cases,  to  cerebral  birth  injury  in  three  cases,  to 
pulmonary  haemorrhage  in  one  case,  and  achondroplasia  in  one  case. 

Seventeen  cases  were  delivered  by  caesarean  section.  In  six  cases 
the  indication  for  operation  was  contracted  pelvis,  in  three  cases 
placenta  praevia,  in  three  cases  elderly  primigravidae,  in  one  case 
previous  section,  in  one  case  prolapsed  cord,  in  one  case  bad  obstetric 
history,  and  in  two  cases  breech  presentation.

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4.  Shoulder  Presentation. 

There  were  44  cases  of  shoulder  presentation,  three  of  which  were 
undelivered.  There  was  one  maternal  death  (see  No.  1408  under 
deaths).  The  patient  died  from  uterine  sepsis  and  acute  bacterial 
endocarditis.  Fifteen  infants  were  still-born,  and  two  died  (infantile 
mortality,  41  -4  per  cent.).  There  was  one  case  of  sepsis.

There  were  64  cases  of  twin  pregnancy  during  the  year,  19  of  which 
were  primigravidae  ^nd  45  multigravidse.  There  were  five  cases  with 
the  first  child  born  outside  and  two  cases  were  undelivered.  There 
were  three  maternal  deaths,  one  case  (No.  853)  died  of  influenazl 
pneumonia,  one  case  of  concealed  accidental  haemorrhage  (see  No.  1214 
under  deaths)  died  undelivered,  the  other  case  where  one  twin  had  been 
born  outside,  died  of  shock  seven  days  after  delivery  (see  No.  2554 
under  deaths).  104  infants  (86*7  per  cent.)  were  born  alive  and  16 
(13-3  per  cent.)  were  still-born  ;  23  (19-2  per  cent,  of  the  total)  of  the 
infants  born  alive  died  later.  The  cause  of  death  was  prematurity  in 
18  cases,  cerebral  haemorrhage  in  one  case,  tentorial  tear  in  one  case, 
fractured  skull  in  one  case,  congenital  heart  disease  in  one  case,  and 
microcephaly  in  one  case. 

Pregnancy  was  complicated  by  hypertensive  toxaemia  in  19  cases, 
eclampsia  in  two  cases,  external  accidental  haemorrhage  in  two  cases, 
concealed  accidental  haemorrhage  in  one  case,  hydra mnios  in  two  cases, 
and  heart  disease  in  two  cases.

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OBSTETRICAL  OPERATIONS. 

A  Summary  of  the  various  Obstetrical  Operations  is  given 

in  the  following  Tables. 

1.  Forceps. 

Forceps  were  applied  in  389  cases,  297  of  which  were  primiparse 
and  92  multiparae.  Second,  stage  delay  is  regarded  as  those  cases 
where  delivery  is  completed  with  low  forceps,  within  24  hours  in 
primiparae  and  18  hours  in  multiparae.  Dystocia  is  regarded  as  labour 
lasting  longer  than  these  times  or  where  it  is  not  a  simple  low  forceps 
delivery.  The  results  are  shown  in  the  following  tables  : —

The  cause  of  death  in  all  three  cases  was  obstetric  shock,  though 
one  case  was  associated  with  pyelonephritis.  In  15  (35*7  per  cent.) 
of  the  cases  the  child  had  been  born  before  admission  of  the  patient 
to  hospital.  Of  these  cases  one  died  and  none  developed  pyrexia  or 
sepsis. 

6.  Craniotomy. 

Craniotomy  was  performed  in  four  cases,  one  of  which  was  a 
primiparse  and  the  other  three  multiparse.  In  one  case  this  was  done  on 
account  of  hydrocephalus,  in  one  following  a  failed  forceps  outside  on 
account  of  a  contracted  pelvic  outlet,  in  one  on  account  of  a  face 
presentation  where  the  child  was  dead,  and  in  one  case  of  eclampsia. 
The  case  of  eclampsia  died  and  there  was  one  case  of  pyrexia.

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Contracted  Pelvis.  1.  Induction  of  Labour. 

Surgical  induction  of  labour  by  puncture  of  the  membranes  was 
performed  27  times  and  by  bougies  twice  during  the  year.  Two  infants 
were  still-born  (delayed  labour  in  one  case  and  anencephaly  in  the 
other).  Spontaneous  delivery  occurred  in  22  cases.  There  was  one 
infantile  death,  due  to  septicaemia.  Five  cases  required  delivery  by 
forceps,  one  low,  three  mid,  and  one  high  forceps.  Two  cases  were 
delivered  by  lower  uterine  segment  caesarean  section. 

Contracted  Pelvis.  2.  Spontaneous  Delivery. 

Spontaneous  delivery  occurred  in  104  cases  of  contracted  pelvis. 
An  analysis  of  the  degree  of  contraction,  weight  of  child,  and  duration 
of  labour  has  been  made.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  The 
foetal  mortality  rate  was  8-6  per  cent.,  and  there  was  one  case  of  sepsis. 
Among  the  eight  cases  in  which  still-birth  occurred,  prolapsed  cord  was 
noted  in  one  case.  In  two  cases  the  child  died  during  labour,  in  One 
case  the  cord  was  tightly  round  the  neck,  in  one  case  there  was 
accidental  haemorrhage,  in  two  cases  there  was  hypertensive  toxaemia, 
one  case  being  further  complicated  by  a  primiparous  breech  delivery, 
and  one  case  was  anencephalic.  There  was  one  infantile  death  due  to 
septicaemia. 

The  following  complications  of  pregnancy  and  delivery  occurred  : — 
Hypertensive  toxaemia,  16  cases ;  prolapsed  cord,  1  case ;  breech 
delivery,  5  cases ;  heart  disease,  3  cases ;  external  accidental 
haemorrhage,  3  cases ;  compound  presentation,  1  case ;  previous 
sections,  5  cases  ;  hydramnios,  1  case  ;  P.P.H.  with  retained  placenta, 
1  case. 


Analysis  of  Spontaneous  Delivery  in  cases  of  Contracted  Pelvis. 
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Contracted  Pelvis.  3.  Forceps  Delivery. 

Thirty-one  cases  of  contracted  pelvis  were  delivered  by  forceps, 
6  high  forceps,  18  mid  forceps,  and  7  low  forceps.  There  were  five 
still-births.  Among  the  cases  in  which  still-birth  occurred,  pregnancy 
was  complicated  by  hypertensive  toxaemia  in  two  cases  and  accidental 
haemorrhage  and  eclampsia  in  one  case.  One  case  had  been  a  failed 
forceps  ”  delivery  outside,  and  three  of  the  cases  had  been  in  labour 
for  over  36  hours.  There  were  no  cases  of  pyrexia  and  three  of  puerperal 
sepsis,  which  gives  a  combined  pyrexia  and  sepsis  rate  of  9-7  per  cent.

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Contracted  Pelvis.  Caesarean  Section. 

Eighty-four  cases  of  contracted  pelvis  were  delivered  by  caesarean 
section,  the  classical  operation  being  performed  in  21  cases  and  the 
lower  uterine  segment  operation  in  63  cases.  There  were  two  maternal 
deaths  which  gives  a  death  rate  of  2-4  per  cent,  for  the  combined  group. 
One  case  (No.  365)  died  from  peritonitis  and  paralytic  ileus  following 
classical  caesarean  section.  One  case  (No.  1,410)  died  from  chloroform 
poisoning  and  eclampsia  following  caesarean  classical  section. 

There  was  one  still-birth  in  a  case  of  eclampsia.  There  were  two 
infantile  deaths,  one  from  debility  and  the  other  from  pneumonia. 

There  wTere  five  cases  of  pyrexia  in  the  combined  group,  giving  a 
pyrexia  rate  of  5-9  per  cent.  Twm  cases  of  pyrexia  occurred  in  cases 
where  the  classical  operation  had  been  performed.  In  one  case  the 
pyrexia  was  due  to  mastitis  and  in  the  other  the  origin  could  not  be 
determined.  Three  cases  of  pyrexia  occurred  in  cases  where  the  lower 
uterine  section  operation  had  been  performed.  In  twTo  cases  the  origin 
of  the  pyrexia  could  not  be  determined,  and  in  the  other  case  it  was 
due  to  mastitis.  There  were  five  cases  of  sepsis — two  cases  occurred 
where  the  classical  operation  had  been  performed  and  three  where  the 
lower  uterine  section  operation  had  been  performed.

There  were  six  cases^  of  contracted  pelvis  dismissed  undelivered 
during  the  year,  four  of  which  were  in  Category  A  and  two  in  Category  B. 

Disproportion. 

There  were  22  cases  in  this  group,  i.e.,  where  the  pelvic  measure¬ 
ments  were  normal,  but  there  appeared  to  be  disproportion  betw een 
the  presenting  part  and  the  pelvis.  Eleven  cases  belonged  to  Category 
A  and  eleven  to  Category  B.  Spontaneous  delivery  occurred  in  five 
cases  (two  primiparae  and  three  multiparse).  In  three  cases,  labour 
was  induced  surgically  by  puncture  of  the  membranes. 

Two  cases  were  delivered  by  low  forceps  and  two  cases  by  mid 
forceps.  Thirteen  cases  were  delivered  by  caesarean  section,  twelve 
cases  by  lower  uterine  segment  section,  and  one  by  the  classical 
operation.  Of  these  cases,  one  was  complicated  by  hydramnios,  one 
by  heart  disease,  and  one  by  a  diaphragmatic  hernia.  The  case  of 
diaphragmatic  hernia  died  (see  No.  518  under  deaths ). 

The  five  infants  born  spontaneously  were  born  alive. 

The  four  infants  delivered  by  forceps  were  alive,  but  one  died  later 
of  pulmonary  haemorrhage.  The  thirteen  infants  deli\ered  by 
caesarean  section  were  born  alive. 

There  were  three  cases  of  pyrexia  and  two  of  sepsis.  The  pyrexia 
in  one  case  was  due  to  broncho-pneumonia,  in  one  case  to  pleurisy, 
and  in  the  third  case  to  bilateral  phlegmasia.  The  cases  of  sepsis 
which  had  been  delivered  by  lower  uterine  segment  section  both 
survived.  One  was  a  mild  coliform  infection  and  the  other  a  haemolytic 
streptococcal  infection.  The  latter  case  was  treated  in  Belvidere 
Hospital. 
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Ante-Partum  Haemorrhage. 

There  were  241  cases  of  ante-partum  haemorrhage  admitted  during 
the  year  ;  88  were  cases  of  placenta  praevia,  89  were  cases  of  apparent 
accidental  haemorrhage,  and  64  were  cases  of  mixed  and  concealed 
accidental  haemorrhage. 

1. — Placenta  PraEvia. 

Of  the  88  cases  of  placenta  prsevia,  2  died,  giving  a  percentage 
mortality  of  2-3  per  cent.  One  case  died  of  obstetric  shock  following 
a  twin  miscarriage,  and  one  case  died  of  sepsis  following  a  classical 
caesarean  section.  There  were  14  still-births,  and  13  infantile  deaths, 
ikere  was  1  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  4  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis 

twelve  cases  received  blood  transfusions— 13  transfusions  being  given 
in  nil.

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Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy. 

During  the  year  1942  there  were  745  cases  of  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 
These  have  been  divided  into  groups,  viz.  : — (1)  Hypertensive 
toxaemia  (excluding  eclampsia  and  accidental  haemorrhage)  ;  (2) 
Eclampsia  ;  (3)  Hyperemesis  ;  (4)  Late  vomiting. 

There  were  thus  633  cases  in  group  (1)  ;  45  in  group  (2)  ;  44  in 
group  (3)  ;  and  23  in  group  (4). 

Of  the  1,832  cases  which  had  been  under  ante-natal  supervision  at 
the  hospital  clinic,  there  were  288  toxaemic  cases  : — 270  in  group  (1)  ; 
6  in  group  (2)  ;  4  in  group  (3)  ;  and  8  in  group  (4).  f 

Of  the  2,742  other  cases,  457  were  toxaemic  :  — 363  in  group  (1)  ; 
39  in  group  (2)  ;  40  in  group  (3)  ;  and  15  in  group  (4). 

There  were  21  maternal  deaths  in  a  total  of  745  toxaemic  cases.

There  were  633  cases  in  this  group,  of  which  357  were  primiparse 
and  276  multiparse  ;  270  cases  were  in  Category  A  and  363  in  Category 
B  ;  517  infants  were  born  alive,  and  of  these,  27  died.  There  were 
60  still-births,  and  twins  occurred  in  21  cases.  There  were  12  maternal 
deaths,  four  in  Category  A  and  eight  in  Category  B.  One  case  died  of 
hypertensive  shock  following  delayed  labour  and  post-partum 
haemorrhage  ;  one  case  died  of  obstetric  shock  following  forceps 
delivery  and  manual  removal  of  placenta  ;  one  case  with  scabies  died 
of  peritonitis  following  caesarean  section  for  placenta  praevia,  and  one 
case  died  undelivered  of  obstetric  shock.  One  case  of  contracted 
pelvis  died  of  sepsis  following  caesarean  section  ;  one  case  with  dia¬ 
phragmatic  hernia  died  following  caesarean  section  ;  one  case  died  of 
pulmonary  embolism  15  days  after  delivery.  One  case  died  of  obstetric 
shock  following  caesarean  section ;  one  case  died  of  hypertensive 
shock  following  spontaneous  delivery ;  one  case  died  of  obstetric 
shock  following  a  delayed  labour  in  a  twin  pregnancy  ;  one  case  died 
of  uraemia  and  sepsis  following  a  miscarriage  ;  and  one  case  died  of 
pyaemia  following  surgical  induction  and  spontaneous  delivery.

There  were  44  cases  of  hyperemesis  gravidarum  admitted  during 
the  year,  and  of  these,  23  were  primigravidse  and  21  were  multiparse  ; 
four  cases,  three  mild  and  one  severe,  had  been  under  ante-natal 
supervision  before  admission.  Twenty-five  of  the  cases  were  mild, 
thirteen  moderately  severe,  and  six  severe.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Of  the  25  mild  cases,  ten  were  primigravidse  and  fifteen  were  multi- 
gravidse.  Seven  cases  were  readmitted,  one  on  account  of  sickness, 
one  because  of  threatened  abortion  ;  three  cases  were  admitted  for 
normal  delivery ;  one  case  was  admitted  for  manual  delivery  of  a 
breech,  and  one  was  a  case  of  false  labour. 

Of  the  thirteen  moderate  cases,  eight  were  primigravidse  and  five 
multiparse.  There  were  three  readmissions  for  delivery,  two  by 
csesarean  section,  one  of  which  had  hypertensive  toxsemia. 

Of  the  six  severe  cases,  five  were  primigravidse  and  one  multi- 
gravidse.  None  of  the  cases  were  readmitted,  but  in  one  the  pregnancy 
was  terminated  by  induction  of  miscarriage.

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Mothers — Alive,  47  ;  died,  3.  Infants — Alive,  37  ;  still-born,  2  ;  died 
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Maternal  Deaths. 

There  were  52  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  1942.  Twelve 
(23-1  per  cent.)  of  these  were  in  cases  which  had  been  under  supervision 
at  the  ante-natal  hospital  clinic  and  40  (76-9  per  cent.)  were  in  cases 
which  had  not  been  under  supervision.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths, 
18  (35  per  cent.)  died  within  twenty-four  hours  of  admission,  15  (29  per 
cent.)  died  after  twenty-four  hours,  but  within  seven  days  of  admission, 
and  19  (36  per  cent.)  died  after  seven  days. 

Eleven  cases  were  admitted  after  delivery  at  home  and  9  cases  died 
undelivered.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  41  of  the  fatal 
cases. 

Since  there  were  4,574  admissions  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year, 
the  death  rate  was  11  *4  per  thousand  (or  1*1  per  cent.).  The  death  rate 
calculated  per  1,000  live  births  is  17-6.  The  death  rates  in  the  two 
categories  were  as  follows  : —

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Previous  history — nothing  of  note.  Obstetric  history — 6  full-time 
pregnancies,  two  instrumental  deliveries,  two  manual  breech  deliveries, 
and  two  spontaneous  deliveries.  The  patient  had  attended  the  ante¬ 
natal  clinic  at  Alexandria.  Her  health  had  been  good  throughout 
the  pregnancy.  Labour  pains  commenced  at  5  p.m.  on  6/7/42  and  the 
membranes  ruptured  at  11  p.m.  About  midnight  on  6/7/42  her  own 
doctor  examined  the  patient  and  found  the  head  presenting  in  the  right 
occipito  posterior  position.  Manual  rotation  was  performed  and  the 
forceps  applied,  but  they  slipped  off.  Further  examination  showed  the 
presentation  to  be  a  brow.

On  admission  at  3.55  a.m.  on  7/7/42,  temp.  97-4,  pulse  92,  resp.  20.  The 
patient  was  of  small  stature  and  was  having  very  severe  and  prolonged 
pains.  Bandl’s  ring  was  2  ins.  above  the  umbilicus.  600  c.cs.  20% 
glucose  were  given  intravenously  at  5  a.m.  She  was  given  chloroform  at 
intervals,  from  admission,  because  of  the  severity  of  the  pains,  and  was 
given  chloroform  continuously  for  30  minutes  from  5.20  a.m.  till  she  was 
given  a  spinal  anaesthetic  (2  c.cs.  10%  planocaine)  at  5.55  a.m.  Five 
minutes  later  the  patient  collapsed.  1  c.c.  coramine  was  given  and  1  c.c. 
adrenalin  intracardiacly.  Artificial  respiration  was  carried  out  but  with 
no  result.  The  patient  died  at  6.15  a.m.  and  a  post-mortem  casesarean 
section  was  performed  in  the  hope  of  saving  the  child,  but  it  was  still-born.

4.  COMPLICATION  OF  PUERPERIUM. 
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Previous  history — no  fevers  or  other  illness  of  note.  Obstetric  history- 
2  full-time  spontaneous  deliveries  in  1923  and  1926.  The  patient  had 
had  ante-natal  care  (ten  visits)  at  hospital  clinic.  Her  health  was  gooa 
throughout  pregnancy.  Breech  presentation  versed  to  vertex  on  27/12/41. 
On  admission,  temp.  97-4,  pulse  88,  resp.  20  (6/1/42)  An  obese  patient, 
but  in  good  condition.  Labour  commenced  at  3.30  a.m.  on  6/1/42.  The 
membranes  ruptured  at  12.30  p.m.  on  6/1/42.  The  cervix  was  not 
dilated  on  P.V.  exam,  on  8/1/42  at  1  a.m.,  and  800  c.cs.  20%  dextrose 
were  then  given  intravenously.  Castor  oil  and  an  enema  were  given  in  the 
afternoon.  On  9/1/42,  at  2.30  a.m.,  vaginal  examination  showed  the 
cervix  to  be  long  and  thick,  and  one  finger  dilated.  There  was  a  soft 
growth,  not  well  defined,  situated  on  the  right  wall.  The  head  was  high, 
but  otherwise  normal.  Foetal  heart  had  stopped,  so  head  was  perforated 
at  4.30  p.m.  There  was  a  rigor,  with  acute  lumbar  pain,  followed  by 
another  rigor  at  5.30  p.m.  At  9.20  p.m.  800  c.cs.  20%  dextrose  were 
given.  At  10.30  p.m.  the  cervix  was  still  elongated,  only  admitting  one 
finger,  and  a  fibroid  obstructing  labour  was  diagnosed.  A  classical 
caesarean  section  followed  by  subtotal  hysterectomy  was  performed.  A 
fibroid  in  lower  part  of  uterus  adjacent  to  the  cervix  measured  5^  by  44 
inches.  An  abdominal  drain  was  made.  At  11.15  p.m.  800  c.cs.  citrated 
blood  were  transfused.  On  10/1/42  the  patient  was  pale  and  slightly 
dusky.  On  11/1/42  gauze  drainage  had  all  been  removed  from  vagina 
and  1  yard  from  abdomen.  Patient  had  been  given  M.  and  B.  693  from 
10/1/42.  At  8.30  p.m.  on  11/1/42  the  abdomen  was  very  distended 
and  the  pulse  was  120  per  minute.  Next  day  the  patient  was  very  rest¬ 
less  and  had  a  malar  flush.  She  vomited  at  4  p.m.  The  gauze  drain 
and  tube  were  removed  and  the  wound  packed  with  flavine  gauze.

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Previous  history — Abdominal  operation  was  performed  in  Samaritan 
Hospital  in  1938  (?  removal  of  fibroid).  The  patient  had  been  in  excellent 
health  during  pregnancy.  Her  doctor  examined  her  in  course  of  labour, 
and  found  that  the  cord  was  prolapsed.  On  admission,  4/11/42,  temp. 
100,  pulse  106,  resp.  20.  The  cervical  os  was  three  fingers  dilated  and  the 
cord  was  pulsating  strongly.  In  view  of  the  patient’s  age  and  the  fact 
that  she  had  been  married  for  six  years,  it  was  decided  that  caesarean 
section  was  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  treatment.

The 
patient  was  well  and  her' bowels  moved  on  7th  and  8th  November.  On 
11/11/42  the  abdomen  was  very  distended  and  0-5  c.c.  pituitrin  was  given 
four-hourly  and  morphia,  gr.  fc,  also  four-hourly.  A  pint  of  10%  glucose 
saline  was  given  by  the  intravenous  drip  method.  On  12/11/42  the 
abdomen  was  still  very  distended  and  treatment  was  continued.  Next 
day  there  were  10  ozs.  emesis  at  3  p.m.,  but  the  distension  seemed  less. 
Flatus  enemata  gave  good  results.  Patient  died  at  3  a.m.  on  14/11/42. 
P.M.  exam. — Gross  distension  of  whole  gut,  and  matted  together  with 
adhesive  peritonitis  ;  uterus  and  adnexa  retracted  ;  no  sign  of  sepsis  in 
uterus. 
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Previous  history — “  Growing  pains  ”  in  childhood.  Obstetric  history — 
2  normal  full-time  spontaneous  pregnancies  in  1935  and  1937.  The 
patient  had  ante-natal  care  at  a  Corporation  clinic.  Her  health  had  been 
good  during  pregnancy  except  for  heartburn  in  the  last  three  months 
and  swelling  of  the  ankles  in  the  last  month.  There  were  no  headaches. 
On  admission. — The  patient  was  a  small  woman,  of  good  colour  and  no 
obvious  deformities.  Temp.  97,  pulse  72,  resp.  20.  The  area  of  cardiac 
dullness  was  enlarged  and  the  apex  beat  was  diffused.

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2.  Neo-natal  Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  neo-natal  deaths  was  165.  The  number  of  live-born 
children  being  2,953,  this  gives  an  incidence  of  neo-natal  death  of  5-6  per 
cent.  The  number  of  viable  births  being  3,273,  this  gives  an  incidence  of 
neo-natal  death  of  5*0  per  cent,  (compared  with  9-8  per  cent,  for  still-births).

117  infants  (71-4  per  cent.)  were  under  lbs.  (the  international  standard  of 
prematurity). 

There  were  41  neo-natal  deaths  in  Category  A  and  123  in  Category  B.  This 
gives  a  rate  of  2-86  per  cent,  and  6-75  per  cent,  respectively. 
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Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  following  tables  have  been  prepared  from  the  records  of 
hospital  cases  who  developed  fever  or  puerperal  pyrexia  while  in  the 
wards. 

The  standard  used  was  that  of  the  Department  of  Health  which 
defines  puerperal  pyrexia  as  any  febrile  condition  (other  than  a  con¬ 
dition  which  is  required  to  be  notified  as  puerperal  fever)  occurring  in 
a  woman  within  21  days  after  child-birth  or  miscarriage,  in  which  a 
temperature  of  100*4  F.  or  more  has  been  sustained  during  a  period  of 
24  hours  or  has  recurred  during  that  period.  In  order  to  obtain  more 
accurate  figures,  elevations  of  temperature  occurring  immediately  after 
delivery,  miscarriage,  or  abortion  are  included,  and  all  temperatures 
have  been  taken  from  four-hourly  records. 

The  puerperal  sepsis  table  gives  the  distribution  of  cases  in  the  two 
categories  and  indicates  the  mode  of  delivery  in  the  cases  in  which 
sepsis  was  found. 

Details  of  the  cases  who  died  of  puerperal  sepsis  in  the  hospital  are 
to  be  found  in  the  section  on  maternal  deaths. 

There  were  34  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  transferred  to  Isolation 
Hospitals.  A  table  has  been  made  showing  mode  of  delivery  and  the 
ultimate  result  in  these  cases.
